Three millions of our country men 
are stripped of that book by law ; not left by 
accident, not left in the condition of thuse in 
the islands of the sea who have it not because 
it can not be proffered, but because the laws 
forbid its circulation among them—simply be- 
cause it has not been circulated. in our land 
we are not only guilty of this terrible impiety 
of neglect of them, but we say, ‘* They shall 
not have that which we call the Word oi Goud ; 
they shall neither read it nor be allowed to 
learn to read anything contained in it.’ Now 
it seems to me as clear as any proposition can 
be that they who look on and see our colored 
population deprived of this book and care 
nothing for it, who raise no voice against it, 
who fee] not horror stricken in view of it, are 
not believers in the book. ‘They do not be- 
heve that book to be the Word ot God ; they 
do not appreciate it. No matier if they are 
officers and supporters of the Bible Society, 
and are zealous in giving the Bible to those
